PARIS (Agencies) — Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak arrived 
Sunday in Paris for a two-day visit 
that will indude meetings with 
President Francois Mitterrand 
and Premier Jacques Chirac. 

Mubarak arrived about noon in 


a private jet at L& Bourget air- 
field, according to airport offi- 
rials. He bad been expected at 
Orly airport where French repor- 
ters were waiting. No explanation 
was provided for the change of 
plans. 

Mubarak will meet with Mitter- 
rand Monday at the presidential 
Elysee Palace for talks on the 
Mideast. Discussions were ex- 
pected to include a review of 
Mubarak's talks Friday in 
Washington with President 
Ronald Reagan, according to a 
spokesman at the Foreign 
Ministry. 

After the meeting with 
Reagan, Mubarak was quoted as 
saying die American administra- 
tion had received his new initia- 
tive with “profound under- 
standing.” 

The initiative calls for a six- 
month cooling of Palestinian pro- 
tests in the Israeli-occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip, a halt to 
new Jewish settlements on the 
West Bank and the convening of 
an international Middle East 
peace conference. 

On Tuesday, Mubarak was to 
have a breakfast meeting with 
Chirac during which talks were to 
include the recent reestablish- 
ment of diplomatic ties between 
Egypt and Arab coon tries. 

Foreign ministry officials said 
before Mubarak's arrival that 
France backs the plan the presi- 
dent has already taken to Britain, 
West Geimany and tee United 
States in hopes of bringing an end 
to violence in the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

But they said Mubarak faces 
tough questioning on Egypt’s 
deep financial and debt problems 
during three days of meetings 
with Foreign Minister Jean-Ber- 
nard Raimond, Mitterrand and 
Chirac. 

Mnbarak reiterates call 

In Dallas, Mubarak reiterated 
Saturday his call for an interna- 
tional 'peace conference on the 
Middle East. 

“We are calling for the conven- 
ing of the international peace 
conference as agreed upon be- 
tween tee parties as early as 
1973,” Mubarak said in a lun- 
cheon address during a one-day 
visit to Dallas. .

TEL AVIV (R) — The United 
; States has put new proposals for 
Palestinian “self-rule" to Israel 
and Jordan in a bid to break a 
deadlock on the future of the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip, Israeli cabinet sources said 
Sunday. 

They said tee plan involved an 
interim solution granting limited 
“self-rule” to the 1.5 million 
Palestinians in the occupied terri- 
tories. 

According to the plan, negotia- 
tions between Israel, Palestinian 
representatives, Jordan and 
Egypt would begin within a year 
to settle the final status of -the 
occupied areas, the sources said. 

Israel’s divided cabinet, long 
paralysed by opposing 
approaches to peace, gave a cau- 
tious welcome to the U.S. efforts 
Sunday. 

“We felt this is a positive atti- 
tude of the U.S. administration to 
try a political solution for the 
occupied territories,, and this in- 
volvement was accepted with a 
positive reaction by all the fac- 


tions in tee -government,” the 
energy minister, Moshe Shahal, 
told reporters after a cabinet 
meeting. 

The new ideas were aired in 
talks between cabinet secretary 
Ettaldm Rubinstein and senior 
U.S. officials in Washington last 
week. 

Rubinstein said the cabinet 
took no decision on the U.S. 
initiative and was awaiting more 
American clarifications and the 
reaction of Jordan and Egypt to 
the ideas. 

The plan, modelled on tee 1978 
Camp David accords between 
Israel and Egypt that called for 
five years of Palestinian “auton- 
omy” before negotiating a final 
arrangement, calls for a shorter in- 
terim period and contains other 
modifications. 

While welcoming U.S. initia- 
tives to set the peace process in 
motion, Shahal expressed con- 
cern over future obstacles.

Iraqis hit Iran-bound 
freighter, Kharg tanker 


BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Iraq 
said Sunday its fighter-bombers 
attacked two ships off Iran’s Gulf 
coast in nine hours and shipping 
executives said a Panamanian 
freighter was later sighted on fire 
off Saudi Arabia. 

The crew of the 15 ,241-ton 
Greek-owned Mare apparently 
abandoned ship, but their fate 
was not immediately known, the 
executives said. 

The executives said tee Mare’s 
damage was similar to that caused 
by an Exocet missile, the type 
usually fired by Iraqi warplanes in 
raids on shipping. 

They said iraci jets also attack- 
ed a supertanker near Iran’s 
Kharg Island oil terminal. But 
they were not able to identify.the 
vessel. 

The freighter was en route to 
tee Iranian port of Bushehr when 
it was hit, the executives re- 
ported.

Protesters battle Israeli troops with

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — At least six Palesti- 
nian protesters were shot and 
wounded and scores were injured 
after being beaten up or inhaling 
tear-gas Sunday as Palestinian 
anti-occupation protests that be- 
gan Dec. 9 showed no signs of 
let-up. 

Israeli soldiers dashed with de- 
monstrators in several towns and 
villages in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip, inducting 
tee site of the Church of Holy 
Sepulcher in Jerusalem. 

The daily newspaper Haaretz 
said Israeli officials were con- 
vinced tee uprising would con- 
tinue for “a long time to come.” 

Troops damped curfews on the 
town of Nablus and several re- 
fugee camps in tee occupied terri- 
tories. 

Some churches in Arab Jeru- 
salem and the West Bank held a 
day of mourning for the Palesti- 
nians shot dead by Israelis since 
tee revolt began Dec. 9. 

An army spokesman said 
troops were forced to open fire in 
the Palestinian refugee camp of 
Jalazoun, north of Ramailah, 
when tear-gas and rubber bullets 
failed to halt stone-throwing de- 
monstrators advancing on an 
army patrol.

camp under curfew. 

A doctor at Ramailah hospital 
said a 17-year-old Jalazoun resi- 
dent, Mamoun Ibrahim, was 
admitted with a gunshot wound in 
the back and was in stable condi- 
tion.

It was issued hours after the 
departure from Pakistan of U.N.

has been seeking to negotiate an 
Afghan peace settlement since 
1982. He left for Kabul Sunday 
morning on tbe fourth stage of a 
diplomatic shuttle which since 
Jan. 20 has taken him to Islama- 
bad twice and Kabul once before.

Iraq, Iran work together 
to fight Gulf pollution 


ABU DHABI (R) — Bitter ene- 
mies Iran and Iraq are working 
together to conquer a common 
foe, marine pollution — mainly 
caused by their own attacks on 
shipping. 

At war since 1980, Baghdad 
and Tehran are members of the 
Regional Organisation for the 
Protection of Marie Environment 
(ROPME). 

And delegates from both rides 
agree pollution accidents would 
be significantly cut if attacks on 
shipping in the Gulf ceased. 

“In ROPME we do not dash... 
our talks are always constructive 
and all members work in unison," 
said Arfan Zaki, director of the 
organisation’s Bahrain centre. 

Zaki, from Iraq, was in the 
UAE — the headquarters of the 
group — to oversee the three-day 
ROPME seminar on combatting 
marine pollution. His centre in 
Bahrain coordinates anti-pollu- 
tion action in the area, home to 
nearly two-thirds of the world's 
known oil reserves. 

Both the Iranian and Iraqi de- 
legates find no problem exchang- 
ing views on dealing up the mess 
caused by die overspill in their 
countries 1 bitter war. 


Said Iracji delegate Dr. Safeya 


Kalidan “I can’t see any reason 
why we should not exchange 
views and cooperate since pollu- 
tion is a humanitarian problem," 
she said. 

Iranian delegate Ciras Fayaz 
Zadeh agreed. “It is a humanita- 
rian rather than a political prob- 


lem... All states of the region 
should work together to curb its 
dangers." 

The dangers last year resulted 
in 185 confirmed marine acci- 
dents, most of which were caused 

by Gulf war attacks, according 
to Zaki. 

And fresh “dangers” emerged 
even as the seminar went on. Last 
Wednesday a military spokesman 
in Baghdad said Iraqi jets had 
carried out their third attack on 
shipping in 38 bonis — with 
Iran’s oil shuttle tankers the usual 
target. 

Established in the early 1980s 
shortly after the war broke out, 
the regional organisation also in- 
dudes Saudi Arabia, Bahrain, 
the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE), Oman, Kuwait, and 
Qatar. 

Since then, according to Lloyds 
Shipping Intelligence, nearly 450 
ships have been damaged in the 
hostilities. 

But Zaki said setting up 
ROPME was not prompted solely 
by these attacks. 

“The idea surfaced much ear- 
lier, even before the war broke 
out and was motivated by recur- 
rent waste-dumping by merchant 
vessels. The Gulf war only 
accelerated its establishment." 

Iran and Iraq are also members 
in the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC), 
but have used the group's meet- 
ings to underscore further their 
enmity. 

“Here all sides cast aside their 



political differences and give 
attention to the pollution prob- 
lem which all states of the region 
should tackle,” Zaki said. 

Pointing to attacks on ofl tank- 
ers as die chief cause of mar ine 
pollution in the Gulf, he added: 

"But we should not ignore 
other factors fike waste* damping ' 
by scores of ships plying the Guff 
waters. There should be a kind of 


monitoring like patrols by region- 
al states. 


He said the most serious pollu- 
tion accident occurred in 1983, 
when Iraqi warplanes struck 
Iran's Noruz Oilfield. The attack 
caused a huge oil slide that spread 
to the waters of most neighbour- 


ing Gulf countries. 

“Ironically Iraq took part in a 
ROPME meeting in' Kuwait later 
to look into ways to stem the stick 
by capping the oilfield," Zaki 
said. “Bat unfortunately, the 
meeting was incondurive." 

Pollution levels still did not 
pose a threat tp marine ecology as 
“occasional slides gradually melt 
away,” he said. 

And as the envoys of two war- 
ring nations work to fight slicks, 
one delegate observed: “It is ridi- 
culous that the two combatants 
can see the dangers of pollution 
while they turn a blind eye on the 
dangers of the war." 


Qadhafi tells American Indians, blacks to form states 


LONDON (R) — Libyan leader 
Miiammar Qadhafi wants Amer- 
ican Indians and blacks to unite 
and work towards forming three 
5 tates based on race in North 
America, according to an address 
on television. 

Qadhafi, in a speech monitored 
by the British Broadcasting Cor- 


poration (BBC), said North 
America should be divided into a 
state each for Indians, blacks and 
one for the remaining whites 
“who should have returned to 
Europe and left the American 
continent to its original inhabi- 
tants." 

His speech in Tripoli Saturday, 


to a meeting described as the first 
international conference of 
American Indians, was broadcast 
by Libyan television. 

Qadhafi said that American 
Indians must recover their 
ancestral lands in line with the 
U.N. principle of self-determina- 
tion. 


“The straggle should start from 
now on to set up a state for the 
Red Indians in Northern America 
... in California, Chicago, Texas 
and Mexico,” he said, according 
to the BBC. 

Qadhafi said that Indians 
should unite with black Amer- 
icans.

Jordan, Egypt discuss 
air transport links 


AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan and 
Egypt Sunday opened talks on 
promoting bilateral cooperation 
in air transport and tourism. 

The Jordanian side to the 
three-day meeting is led by Direc- 
tor- General of the Qvil Aviation 
Authority 1JVA) Mahmoud Bal- 
qez, while the Egyptian side is led 
by Chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the Egyptian Civil 
Aviation Corporation Ah Otb- 
man Ziko. 

BaJqez and Ziko are accompa- 
nied by officials from their de- 
partments in the talks which are a 
continuation of negotiations held 


by the two sides in Cairo in 1986, 
and in implementation of resolu- 
tions by the Joint Jordanian- 
Egyptian Higher Committee. 

Balqez and Ziko later called on 
Minister of Transport and Tele- 
communications Khaled Haj 
Hassan and briefed him on the 
topics to be discussed at the 
meeting. Haj Hassan underlined 
the need for promoting integra- 
tion between Jordan and Egypt in 
all fields, and expressed hope that 
the two sides would make new 
steps in Jordanian-Egyptian air 
transport cooperation.

Japan allocates first part 
of $300m soft loan 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Japanese 
Fund for Overseas Economic 
Assistance has agreed in principle 
■ to finance a number of projects in 
• Jordan at a cost of JD 25 million, 
according to Secretary-General 
of the Ministry of Public Works 
Khalaf Huwwari. 

Agreement was reached Sun- 
day during a meeting between 
Huwwari and a delegation repre- 
senting the Japanese fond. Dis- 


cussions during the meeting cen- 
tred on the implementation of 
these projects which includes 
dams, roads and irrigation canals. 

The two rides agreed that work 
on these projects would begin 
before the end of the year. 

Japanese embassy sources said 
that the JD 25 million is part of a 
3300 million soft loan to Jordan 
approved by the Japanese gov- 
ernment last October. 




Cabinet approves modifications of 
water, Jordan Valley authorities 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Cabinet 
announced Sunday its endorse- 
ment of a draft amendment to 
laws on the Water Authority of 
Jordan (WAJ) and the Jordan 
Valley Authority (JVA). 

According to the two amend- 
ments, the WAJ and JVA will no 
longer be linked to the prime 
minister's office; instead, the two 
authorities will be connected with 
the Ministry of Water and Irriga- 
tion, and a board of directors will 
be set up to govern them. Minis- 
ter of Water and Irrigation 
Ahma d Dakhqan will be chair- 
man of this board, according to 
the announcement. 

Hie amendment stated that the 
Ministry of Water and Irrigation 
would be wholly responsible for 


water and sewerage projects in 
the Kingdom, and would work- 
out a water strategy to be submit- 
ted to the Cabinet for approval. 

The ministry will also draw up 
general regulations and principles 
for developing water resources in 
Jordan, as well as protecting the 
water from contamination. The 
WAJ will be in charge of impro- 
ving the quality of potable water, 
controlling water use and ensur- 
ing additional warer sources 
through purification or distilla- 
tion, the announcement said. 

The Ministry of Water and 
Irrigation, the announcement 
added, will supervise the drilling 
of private artesian wells and orga- 
nise the exploitation of under- 


ground water resources, as well 
as study and carry out water and 
sewerage projects. 

The board of directors will 
include the minister as chairman 
of the board and the secretaries 
general of the ministries of plan- 
ning, agriculture, municipal 
affairs, health, industry and 
trade, the directors general of the 
Budget Department and the sec- 
retaries genera] of the WAJ and 
JVA. 

According to the Cabinet 
announcement, tbe JVA amend- 
ment cancels the post of JVA 
president, with the president 
becoming secretary general. In 
addition, the authority will be 
reshuffled and reorganised. 


Heavy rainfall 
heralds healthy 
harvest season 

AMMAN (Petra) — Director- 
General of the Meteorology De- 
partment Ali Abanda Sunday 
said that the first 40 days of 
winter season had been characte- 
rised by relatively cold tempera- 
tures during the day and warmer- 
than-average temperatures at 
night. 

Abanda attributed the relative 
warmth at night to the formation 
of clouds and rainfall. 

However, he added, there 
were 22 rainy days during the 
season’s first 40 days (Dec. 21- 
Jan. 31), compared with average 
□umber of rainy days (10-14) for 
the period. 

The rainfall was good through- 
out the Kingdom, particularly in 
tbe southern and eastern regions, 
heralding a healthy harvest sea- 
son, Abanda said. 

The heaviest rainfall was in the 
Salt region, where accumulated 
rainfall was 406 mil., followed by 
AjJoun where the accumulated 
rainfall was 398 mil.

Prince Mohammad meets with Rifai 

AMMAN (Petra) — His Royal Highness Prince Mohammad, the 
personal representative of His Majesty King Hussein.

SALT (Petra) — The National Aid Fund (NAF) branch here last 
year distributed a total of JD 104,136 to 424 needy families, 
according to Director of the Sait Social Development Department 
Khaled Gbneim. He said that his department conducted studies 
on IS needy families who needed urgent help and offered them a 
total of JD 1,170. 

Jordan to take part in Islamic panel 

AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan will take part in the fourth meeting 
on Islamic jurisprudence (fiqh) which will open in Jeddah, Saudi 
Arabia Saturday. The week-long meeting will discuss the question 
of zakat (alms to the poor) and a number of other religious issues.

Abbadi and Director of Haram AJ Sharif Sheikh Moh amm ad Abu 
Shaqra. 


Dudin explains slow pace in 
aid to occupied territories, 
foresees quicker spending

AMMAN — The official in charge of Jordan’s aid to 
Palestinians under Israeli occupation Saturday out- 
lined the assistance programme and promised larger 
projects to come. 


“We are not spending quickly 
because the recipients' are not 
consuming quickly" due to lack 
of familiarity with programme 
guidelines. Minister of Occupied 
Territories Affairs Marwan 
Dudin told AP. 

Jordan last year launched a 
proposed SI billion five-year 
programme or aid to the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip, aimed at 
pumping in money to help 
Palestinians resist economic 
pressures to leave their lands. 

Palestinian frustration erupted 
in early December in a seven- 
week-long wave of demonstra- 
tions and clashes with Israeli 
forces in the occupied West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. 

The Jordanian government has 
not yet received all the outside 
donations it sought for the prog- 
ramme. The United States contri- 
buted S4.S million and promised 
S14 million more this year. 

Jordan budgeted JD 10 million 
of its own money to the effort. 

Dudin said Jordan spent JD 3 
million on West Bank projects 
during the seven months of the 
programme last year, in addition 
to roughly JD 4 million for social 
welfare programmes. 


He said the government hoped 
to spend the leftover JD 2 million 
and the new JD 10 million this 
year. 

But Dudin noted that Jorda- 
nian officials, who receive mud) 
of their budget in foreign grants 
“are not always sure that the 


money that comes from other 
sources in the fbnn of grants will 
be coming," hinting that a short- 
fall could affect his spending 
plans. 

The minister said he “was 
avoiding in the first year anything 
that was really big” because he 
warned to give recipients and the 
Jordanian committees overseeing 
them “enough training to do 
things properly.” 

He said larger plans were sche- 
duled for 1988, including a JD 
1.25 million feasibility study for a 
Gaza water system, a JD 350.000 
vocational college near Jenin and 
JD 350.000 industrial park for 
Raraalbh. 

Dudin said administrative and 
business skills bad eroded during 
the Israeli occupation, and Jor- 
dan hoped its programme would 
develop them, thus speeding 
spending. 

“In 2U years of occupation, 
entrepreneurship in the accept- 
able sense of the word is not 
there. You have small contrac- 
tors, people who can do things 
and take five times more (time 
than) what an entrepreneur who 
is a capable contractor can do,” 
he said. 

But Dudin added, “we create 
jobs, work opportunities, better 
water systems, better electricity 
systems', better roads... We help 
in the building of schools, espe- 
cially in the villages." 

He said Israeli procedures 
sometimes delay projects, and

added, “the local, small lead- 
erships are themselves not very- 
well qualified... We want to re- 
vive their ability to work as vil- 
lage leaders or city leaders." He 
did not elaborate. 

In addition to the development 
funds. Dudin said Jordan last 
year spent more than JD 9 million 
in salaries and allowances for 
some 2.800 Jordanian civil ser- 
vants remaining from before 
1967. 

It also continues to operate 
Islamic institutions in the West 
Bank, paying the salaries of 
thousands of workers and main- 
raining mosques. 

Dudin said Jordan had re- 
newed last year's decision to pay 
JD 4.8 million to supplement the 
salaries of 10.3U0 teachers hired 
since 1967. 

Jordan also continues to aid 
workers who went on strike when 
Israel seized the lands 20 years 
ago. That includes JD 5uG,0Q0 
every two months for lawyers and 
JD 175.0U0 yearly for Jerusalem 
municipal workers. Director of 
Development and Planning "for 
the Occupied Territories Saadal- 
lah Saadallah said.

latest issue of the West German 
Der Spiegel magazine, the King 
reaffirmed Jordan’s stand that 
U.N. Security Council Resolu- 
tions ,242_and 338 should be the 
basis f6r r c#iiVeifing fife interna- 
tional conference since foe two 
U.N. documents enshrine the in- 
admissibility of acquisition of 
land- by force. 

In foe interview, which was 
conducted in Amman Wednes- 
day, the King said the problem 
was not foe issue of the Arab 
lands occupied since 1967 but foe 
need to find a solution to the 
Palestinian problem in ail its 
aspects. The King said the prop- 
osed international conference 
should be held under U.N. au- 
spices with the participation of 
the five permanent members of 
the Security Council and all par- 
ties involved in foe Arab-Israeli 
conflict, including the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO). 
He said attendance at foe confer- 
ence should be contingent on 
acceptance of Resolutions 242 
and 338, renunciation of violence 
and acceptance of a solution to 
the Palestinian problem m all its 
dimensions and aspects. 

Joint delegation 

On the possibility of a joint 
Jordanian-PLO delegation to the 
proposed peace conference, the 
King said Jordan was still acting 
in accordance with foe Feb. 11, 
1985 agreement between the 
Kingdom arid the PLO. The 
agreement, he noted, bad crystal- 
lised the idea of a joint delega- 
tion. 

The King added that it was 
Jordan which proposed foe inter- 
national conference and he 
emphasised foe need for conven- 
ing it, giving foe Palestinians foe* 
opportunity to participate in the 
search for a solution to their 
problem. Jordan proposed invit- 
ing the PLO to foe called-for 
conference on equal footing 
with Jordan and provided the 
ground for forming a joint Jorda- 
nian-PLO delegation, the King 
said. 

Answering a question on occu- 
pied Arab Jerusalem, the King 
said there would never be a solu- 
tion to foe Arab-Israeli conflict 
unless the Arab rights to the Holy 
City were not restored. Jerusalem 
symbolises -relations between the 
faithful and God and foe rights of 
all people in the Holy Gty should 
be protected, foe King said. 

Superpower 

On Soviet and American roles 
in efforts to find a solution to the 
.Arab-Israeli conflict, the King 
pointed out that foe Soviet Un- 
ion, in its capacity as a superpow- 
er, does have an important role in 
foe Middle East just as the Un- 
.hed States had many interests. 
But, he said, the problem is that 
foe U.S., which is advocating a 
policy of moderation, is not fol- 
lowing such a policy. His Majesty 
expressed hope that the U.S., 
■through its mends and inspired 
by awareness of its responsibili- 
ties, will play an important role to 


settle the conflict 
However, foe King said he had 
noted with bitterness the influ- 
ence of extremist Israelis on 
American policymakers and how 
r this influence has paralysed U.S. 
action. • • •. ■ .i - p 

On Europe, His Majesty said 
the European countries, which 
are closest to the Middle East, 
also had many interests in foe 
region and therefore had a major 
role in ensuring peace and stabil- 
ity in foe area. 

The King reaffirmed his belief 
that foe ongoing Palestinian up- 
rising in foe occupied territories is 
foe natural reaction to Israel’s 
occupation and oppressive prac- 
tices. This movement, he said, as 
it has become clear to foe Israelis 
and the world at large, has been 
initiated by foe people of the 
occupied territories and was not 
linked to any external source as 
Israel claims. There is a new 
dynamism in action in the occu- 
pied territories, he said. The solu- 
tion lies in a thorough review of 
all positions and recognition of 
foe legitimate rights of people in 
their homeland, the King added.

Sharaa criticises Iraq 

Syrian Foreign Minister 
Farouq A1 Sharaa criticised Iraq 
Sunday for attacking Syrian efforts 
to promote contacts between Iran 
ana Arab Gulf stales, Tehran 
Radio reported. 

The radio said Sharaa left 
Tehran Sunday after delivering a 
message from Syrian President 
Hafez A1 Assad to President Ali 
Khamenei, and discussing “im- 
portant regional issues and Per- 
sian Gulf developments" with 
Foreign Minister Ali Akbar 
Velayati. 

It said Khamenei described re- 
lations as' “good and very sin- 
cere." 

Sharaa told the radio there was 
agreement on foe need to ease 
tension in foe region and promote 
friendly ties between Iran and 
Gulf Arabs. 

Baghdad's government-con- 
trolled media attacked Damascus 
last week for its attempts to bring 
together Iran and foe Arab Guff 
states, which generally support 
Iraq in the seven-year-old war. 

“We are surprised that Iraqi 
officials make such moves against 


us when we are trying to build a 
bridge between foe people of foe 
region and Iran, the radio 
quoted Sharaa as saying. 

“Does it please Baghdad that 
Iraqi ships are attacked... and the 
region’s security is. threatened? Is 
it- right:-to drag the countries of 
the region into an unwanted 
war?” 

Members oT the Gulf Coopera- 
tion Council (GCC) — Bahrain, 
Kuwait, Oman, Qatar, Saudi 
Arabia and foe United Arab 
Emirates — agreed earlier this 
month to hold dialogue with Iran 
after intensive Syrian diplomatic 
activity. 

No date has been set for foe 
talks but Iranian officials have 
said they would be held in Abu 
Dhabi soon. 

Iraq assails Security Council 

Iraq accused the U.N. Security 
Council Sunday of bowing to 
Iranian extortion by failing to get 
Tehran to accept its order for a 
Gulf war ceasefire. 

“It is a real shame for the 
biggest world body, the Security 
Council, to submit to extortion by 
the notorious and terrorist regime 
in Iran," Deputy Prime Minister 
Taha Yassin Ramadan wrote in 
tbe ruling Baath Party newspaper 
AJ Thawra. 

Ramadan described as an “un- 
clean attitude" an appeal by some 
permanent members of the 
Security Council for Iraq to be 
flexible towards foe implementa- 
tion of foe ceasefire resolution. 

Baghdad has indirectly criti- 
cised the Soviet Union, a council 
permanent member, accusing it 
of being behind attempts to post- 
pone foe imposition of sanctions 
against Iran for its refusal to 
accept foe ceasefire order. 
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U.S. said suggesting ‘self-rule’

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Zionist wheels in motion 


THE Palestinian uprising in the occupied West Bank and Gaza also 
appears to have given rise to a systematic anti-Jordanian campaign in 
the United Stales aimed at distorting the Kingdom's image. The 
motivations behind the drive, which stows all hallmarks of hardcore 
Zionism, are not difficult to guess; they seek to put Jordan in as 
unfavourable a light as possible, so that the Jordanian call for a just 
and durable settlement to the Arab- Israeli conflict and Palestinian 
problem is blurred and the focus is shifted to what is described as 
Jordan's “unreasonable demands." Some Zionist leaders are feeding 
the information media with allegations that Jordan's rejection of 
direct talks with Israel drove the Palestinians in the West Bank and 
Gaza to take things into their own hands; hence, the ongoing revolt in 
the occupied territories. Much more surprising is the way respected 
American newspapers have joined the bandwagon, leading the 
smearing campaign. 

Notwithstanding the liberal use of empty words of "sympathy" for 
the Palestinian people, it is dear that Zionist circles in the U.S. find it 
a golden opportunity to throw mud at Jordan, accusing it of adopting 
a “negative" attitude towards peace efforts, and portray Israel as the 
ultimate peace-loving nation. For them, the Jordanian rejection of the 
American proposal for a direct meeting with Israel during last 
December's superpower summit was a total rejection of peace talks; 
thus, they see Jordan as bearing a great responsibility for what is 
happening in the occupied territories. They try to entice Jordan Into 
an elaborate political trap, and then they cry foul when we refiise to 
take the baiL 

Still, the International community’ and intelligent and reasonable 
Americans know that the kind of peace the Zionists are trying to 
propagate is nothing but an eyewash, and that Jordan was not 
deviating an inch from its principled stand when it rejected the offer to 
meet with Israel in Washington. 

We suspect, though, that the masterminds behind the ongoing 
anti- Jordanian drive have not wasted their energies. In their zcakms 
drive, they appear to have gone out of their way, albeit accurately and 
unintentionally, to convey the message of the Palestinian plight to the 
American public and underline the argent need for a Middle East 
settlement. After all. the effort was not totally wasted. We can only 
give them a piece of advice: All those “missed opportunities for 
peace" that you are talking about could never have brought peace to 
the Middle East, and were just the recipes for further turmoil and 
instability in the region. Jordan was wise to have sensed the trap from 
the beginning, and you would now be better off focusing on what 
Israel, happy to continue the status quo, has been doing to wreck all 
topes for peace.

AIRa 77 Israel's nuclear threat 

HIS Royal Highness Crown Prince Hass an delivered an extremely 
important address to the 1988 World Economic Forum on Saturday 
drawing the world community’s attention to the fact that regional 
conflicts could result in an ail out world confrontation. He said if 
U.N. Security Council resolutions on the Middle East were not 
implemented, and if the Iran-Iraq war was not baited, no one could 
predict the consequences. Prince Hassan referred to Israel and said it 
is a nuclear power which has not signed a treaty to restrict its nuclear 
capability, and which is pursuing aggressive policies in the Arab 
region. At present Israel is involved in using the Jewish faith as a tool 
in its fight against the Arab people in general and the Palestinians in 
particular. Israel's plans and policies the Prince said, could lead to a 
major confrontation in the Middle East endangering world peace. 
Prince Hassan was careful to remind the world community that the 
recent Amman Arab summit reached resolutions that supported an. 
international peace conference which would end the conflict and bring 
abouL a lasting peace. He also said that Jordan was shouldering a 
heavy burden trying to defend Arab soil and seeking peace based on 
justice: and struggling to regain for the Palestinians their legitimate 
rights in their homeland. The Prince's address which dealt with all 
issues in our region should open the eyes of world nations to the 
reality in the Middle East and Israel's practices, and prompt them to 
work for peace. 

AIDustour : Prince warns of regional 
conflicts 

REGIONAL conflicts and the situation in the Middle East were the 
focus of an address by His Royal Highness Crown Prince Hassan at 
the World Economic Forum in Davos. Switzerland Saturday. The 
Prince drew world attention to the fact that after 40 years of struggle 
the Arabs and the Israelis have not yet reached peace and that the 
Gulf conflict which has been raging for the past eight years seems to 
be going on without letup. These regional wars the Prince said have 
brought about many sufferings and caused heavy loss of life and 
material resources to no avail. Prince Hassan who criticised Israel’s 
practices said that while the world is feeling optimistic about a 
reduction of nuclear weapons in Europe, the Middle East is set to 
face a nuclear threat because of Israel’s ambitions and as the Jewish 
state continues to enlarge its nuclear arsenal without any restrictions. 
Israel he said now monopolises the nuclear arms in the Middle East 
and there exists no balance of terror that could deter it from 
launching a nuclear war on the Arabs. Referring to the current 
uprising in the Israeli occupied Arab land. Prince Hassan noted that 
it came about as a result of desperation in the hearts of the Arab 
people under Israeli oppression and as a show of determination for 
regaining freedom. The Prince emphasised the need for a lasting 
settlement of the Palestine problem and the Arab-Israeii conflict 
which could come through an international conference. 

SawtAIShaab: U.S. stalk Security Council 

SATURDAY the U.N. Security Council delayed taking any resolu- 
tion concerning the situation in the occupied West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip. During the session and the debate the U.S. delegate was 
silent and did not reveal anything about Washington's reaction, nor 
did he show that the U.S. plans to take some action to defuse die 
situation or give momentum to the peace process. This attitude shows 
that the U.S. is totally biased towards Israel and accepts only the 
Israeli point of view, a stand it has displayed over the past 20 yean of 
Israeli occupation. It is regrettable to see the U.S. succumbing to 
Israel's will and falling under Zionist pressure and extremist elements 
in the Israeli government. This attitude is disappointing to ail. as 
Ring Hussein pointed out in his interview with the Washington Post 
and on U.S.television network. The King said clearly that the U.S. 
policies do not serve the interests of the American people, the Arabs, 
the Israelis and the peace process. The U.S. which is a superpower, 
should act like one and contribute actively towards the establishment 
of peace. 


Conceiving a political Arab party in Israel

THE Israeli Labour Party is dearly stunned by the decision of 
Abdul Wabab Darawsheh to quit the Labour Party and form his 
and his people's own independent political party, whether Labour 
will ever recover from this devastating setback is something that 
cannot be gauged as yet. To be sure it came at the worst possible 
time for the Labour Party which was calling for advancing the date 
of the Israeli elections in order to cash in on the ripples generated 
by the latest Palestinian popular uprising. One would expect Mr. 
Shimon Peres, the leader of the Labour Party to condude that he 
was too hasty in his plea for an earlier date for elections. Obviously, 
Mr. Peres wishes now that he bad not embarked on such 
manoeuvering and accordingly no aew calls for an earlier elections 
would be forthcoming from his side. He needs all the time the law 
allows him to recuperate from the severe wound that was dealt to 
him and his party by Mr. Darawsheh. 

What is now uppermost on the minds of Middle East observers is 
whether such a development oo the Israeli political scene would 
akn end up being a severe blow and irreparable setback to the 
international peace conference idea, of which Mr. Peres was the 
clear advocate amon g the Israeli principal political r anks . 

To begin with the Labour Party's political fortunes did not look 
bright even before the departure of Mr. Darawsheh. All the polls 
conducted in Israel of late point in the direction of another coalition 
government being in the offing. While opening new vistas for 
Palestinian perspectives within Israeli body politik; the Palestinian 
latest popular uprising also hardened the positions of Israeli hawks 
who resent giving in to Palestinian nationalism beyond consenting 


Jy to some kind of self-rule a la Camp David. The uprising 
in the West Bank and Gaza Strip seems also to have hardened their 
opposition to the international conference rather than soften it. 

Secondly, the position of Mr. Shimon Peres as the leader of the 
Labour Patty seems to have been undermined in the wake of the 
Pales tinian uprising. The. doves w ithin and without the Labour 
Party seemed to have been disenchanted by Mr. Peres* mated and 
defensive ha nd l in g of the Israeli oppressive measures and practices 
against the Palestinian people. It was made obvious on more than 
one occasion during the latest episode in the Palestinian struggle for 
liberty that Mr. Peres and General Yitzhak Rabin, another pillar in 
the labour Party, and contender for the throne were on a collision 
course on many issues affecting the future of the peace process in 
the Middle East. 

In the final analysis how the departure of Mr. Darawsheh from 
the Labour Party would affect the prospects for the international 
peace conference would depend on how many seats his projected 
new party could secure in the Knesset and how he plays his cards 
afterwards in the ensuing confrontation between die Labour and 
Likud parties. Being dosely linked now to the political sentiments 
emerging in the west Bank and Gaza Strip and having made 
pretensions to speak on their behalf, Mr. Darawsheh's new party 
would most likely attempt to dictate not only his own version of the 
international conference but also the projected results of such a 
conference. This could end up becoming a double barrel setback to 
Mr. Peres and company. 


Be that as it may, the Arabs of Israel have all the right for an 
independent political party to galvanise the some 320,000 Arab 
voters into a formidable political machine that the Israb body 
litik would have to reckon with. Mr. Darawsheh has mnted mat 


muit for some tune. The continued frustrations of. the 
Arabs of Israel with the performance of the Labour Party on 
domestic and regional issues have driven them on more man one 
occasion up the wall. The latest manha ndlin g of the Palestinian 
uprising by the Israeli occupying forces was the last straw that 
turned the balance in favour of opting for an independent political 
path. It did not escape the attention of the Arabs of Israel that it 
was General Rabin, the Labourite minister of defence who 
orchestrated and executed the oppressive and inhuman way the 
Israeli troops attempted to quell the uprising in the West Bank and 
Gaza. The 320,000 Arab votes have yet to be tapped folly in favour 
of legitimate Arab causes especially those associated with the 



All this leads one to the conclusion that the newly won 
independent Arab actioD on the Israeli political scene must be 
pursued and played very delicately and wisely lest the new Arab 
political machine frustrate the overriding Arab aspirations and 
objectives. 


They’ve brought a new sense of urgency 

‘A generation that does 
not fear Israeli bullets’

FOR THE past few weeks the 
world's attention bas been riveted 
on the territories occupied by 
Israel. Hie significance of what is 
happening is that the sacrifices of 
the post- 1967 generation of 
Palestinian youth, paying the ulti- 
mate price — their lives — have 
achieved the seemingly impossi- 
ble goal of rekindling interest in 
this long-fostering conflict and 
bringing the Palestinian issue 
back to the top of the world's 
agenda. 

Various forces had conspired 
to downgrade the Palestinian 
problem: The success of the 
Israeli political body in preserving' 
the status quo. the emergence of 
the Gulf war as the Arab coun- 
tries’ top priority and the indiffer- 
ence of the international com- 
munity to a situation put on hold. 

Today, thanks to the genera- 
tion now coming of age, a genera- 
tion that does not fear Israeli 
bullets, we have a whole new 
situation. There bas been a rude 
awakening not only of Israel's 
public opinion but of the lethar- 
gic, complacent political estab- 
lishment. 

Israelis have made the tradi- 
tional response in the first weeks 
of the disturbances: Closing of 
ranks, a right-wing radicalisation 
of attitudes, more repressive me- 
asures and widespread use of the 
iron fist" policies, regardless of 
human rights infringements. But 
at the same time there has de- 
veloped a new sense of urgency, a 
feeling that the continued 
occupation by force of 1 .5 million 
Palestinians in the West Bank 
and Gaza cannot continue. 

The ultimate goal of the upris- 
ing is to end the occupation and 
achieve a separate Palestinian 
identity based on an independent 
Palestinian state in the areas 
occupied by Israel since June 
1967. 

The first steps have been 
taken: The status quo has been 
broken, and the Palestinian case 


is back in the forefront of world 
issues. Yet the long-term effort to 
achieve a political settlement is 
just slowly starting. 

What is needed in this 
situation is to discard the 
conventional, the tradi- 
tional methods that have 
not worked in the past. 
Mubarak, to succeed, 
must be unorthodox — 
not committed to a speci- 
fic way, yet committed to 
a consensus. 

And long and difficult as that 
effort may prove to be, one thing 
should be realised from the start: 
That such a settlement is in the 
long-term interests of both 
Israelis and Palestinians. It will 
put an end to- a long history of 
conflict that began in the early 
1900s, and will.be the prelude to a 
new era of economic cooperation 
and friendly relations. That is 
what mil happen if we can wisely 
translate this new situation into a 
new political reality, and by “we” 
I mean both Palestinians and 
Israelis. Not only the region will 
benefit, but also the cause of 
world peace, at least to the extent 
that a settlement eases friction 
between the two superpowers. 

To keep attention focused on 
the situation while the negotiat- 
ing process advances, a new tool 
has been introduced into the are- 
na. Whether it is called nonvio- 
lent resistance to the occupation, 
civil disobedience or — probably 
die most appropriate terra — 
national disobedience, it is im- 
portant for several reasons. 

One is the influence it can have 
on Israeli opinion. As I have 
noted, there has in recent weeks 
been an Israeli backlash caused 
by the disturbances — a right- 
wing radicalisation. This is an 
election year in Israel, and if 


changes are to be sought in the 
policies of the Israeli govern- 
ment, there have to be changes in 
Israeli attitudes toward the em- 
ergence of a Palestinian state. 
Thus the Israeli grass roots, the 
Israeli voter, has to be talked to, 
positively influenced. Such a cam- 
paign can do this, because it can 
also be a campaign the Israeli 
peace camp can join in through 
joint demonstrations, sit-ins, 
meetings and other forms of non- 
violent action. 

Another effect of the disobedi- 
ence campaign is economic. Cer- 
tain measures are intended to 
make the continued holding of 
the territories unprofitable. One 
is asking Palestinians to shrink 
the second biggest Israeli export 
market (after the United States) 
by encouraging equivalent local 
products; a “buy _ Palestinian” 
campaign is emerging and other - 
measures are being considered* 
such as legally not paying taxes. 

The political options are many 
and varied, yet all lead to nego- 
tiations under an international 
conference. In this regard, some 
action by the superpowers will be 
essential. Soviet Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze, for exam- 
ple, recently urged before the 
U.N. Security Council the con- 
vening of an international confer- 
ence under terras of a prepara- 
tory arrangement made by the 
councjj’s five permanent mem- 
bers. The United States spon- 
sored an initiative by Arab and 
Israeli leaders that was viable up 
to February 1986 but became 
dormant because of lack of U.S. 
interest in the issue. A promising 
initiative within the second gen- 
eration of Israel’s Likud Party 
toward working out some sort of 
accommodation was torpedoed 
by the party's leadership. 

Right now, the greatest hope 
reside in the efforts of Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak. He is 
canvassing intenational, Arab, 
Israeli and Palestinian support for 


a new initiative to put life into the 
peace process. He is probably the 
most qualified mediator in this 
situation,- for he has certain 
essential advantages that other 
mediators before him have lack- 
ed. For one thing, he has a warm 
relationship with East and West, 
with both superpowers and with 
most of the Arab countries. But 
more important, he is in a unique 
position to be able to tell, feel 
and measure the reactions of the 
two parties that need to work 
toward a lasting peace: Israelis 
and Palestinians. To be more 
specific, he is one of the few 
influential figures in the world 
who are oo speaking terms with 
both Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation and the government of 
Israel. 

What is needed in this situation 
is to discard die conventional, the. 
traditional methods that have not 
worked in the past. 'Mubarak, to 
succeed, must be unorthodox — 
not committed to a specific way, 
yet committed to a consensus. 
And he must study all the op- 
tions, improvising and synthesis- 
ing. He will have to lean on some 
people and perhaps bally them — 
gently, one hopes. 

Never before have conditions 
for a settlement been as ripe as 
they are now. Never before have 
we had an Arab mediator as 
acceptable as Mubarak is to an 
parties to the conflict Let ns ask 
the international community to 
give support and assistance. Let 
the Arab world use Egypt in 
peace, just as in earlier periods it 
used that nation in war. And 
above all, let both Palestinians 
and Israelis temper their reac- 
tions as Mubarak persists, and 
invests his time, patience and 
efforts -in this cause. Peace is 
needed by all in the Middle East, 
and we can achieve it.

Israeli army violates 
human, health rights of 
besieged Palestinians 

The following is an open letter sent early January to world health 
and humanitarian institutions from Arab institutions in die West 
Bank and Gaza Strip: 

WE, healthcare institutions in the occupied West Bank and Gaza, 
wish to alert you to die Israeli army's violations of the human and 
health rights of the population in the occupied territories, including 
dear violations of the Fourth Geneva Convention. During the past 
month, under the guise of “security” — to suppress the mass 
uprisings that call for the end of Israeli military occupation and the 
right of self-determination of Palestinian people — a large number 
of Palestinian health and medical institutions were subjected to 
invasion and harassment by the Israeli military. Physicians and 
nurses were harassed and were stopped from performing their duty 
of providing foe necessary medical and first aid care to the 
wounded. Some health professionals were even subjected to 
beating and other forms of physical violence. Wounded civilians 
were also attacked by foe Israeli army. 

During this period the following incidents were recorded: 

1. Large numbers of Israeli soldiers attacked Shifa Hospital in 
Gaza three times. 

2. During December 15 and 18 of 1987 alone, no less than 100 
tear gas cannisters were thrown around and inside foe Shifa 
Hospital. On these two days, Israeli soldiers shot and killed three 
people in foe immediate vicinity of the hospital. 

3. The army forced a number of patients to leave Shifa and other 
hospitals in Gaza and the West Bank against their will and the 
advice of their physicians. These wounded individuals were then 
driven to detention centres, despite the fact that their condition 
dearly required medical, care and close m£dic&l. siippryi^ioft. - 

• - 4. The army subjected Maqassed Hospitaiui JeriisalemT:o.aracks 
with tear gas cannisters on December 19, 1987^‘leadmgto &rious 
complications among some of the patients, especially in the 
neonatal ward. . 

5. The army stopped a number of ambulances from transporting 
the injured, including incidents in the Gaza Strip, at Hebron 
University, and in other areas of foe West Bank. Such military 
obstruction of foe transport of the wounded is in dear violation of 
foe Fourth Geneva Convention. Some ambulances were stopped 
from transporting seriously injured patients, as occurred when 
soldiers delayed an ambulance attempting to transport foe critical- 
ly-injured Mayssara AI Bitneiji, who later died of his injuries. In 
other cases, ambulances and their drivers were detained at police 
stations, as happened to ambulances belonging to foe Red Crescent 
Sodety in Hebron when they were in the process of transporting the 
wounded out of Al ’Aqsa Mosque in Jerusalem on December 18, 
1987. 

6. The Israeli military cordonned off Al Tttihad Hospital in 
Nablus on December 11, 1987 and obstructed individuals wishing to 
donate blood to save the injured. The Israeli military continues to 
cordon off Shifa Hospital in Gaza. 

7. The Israeli army indiscriminately employed thousands of 
cannisters of a new, and more potent kind of tear gas, leading to 
very serious and immediate complications, and possible serious 
long term effects. 

The actions of the Israeli army described above are dear 
violations of foe most basic medical and, indead, human standards 
and must be condemned by all those in foe international communi ty 
concerned with human rights, and should be of particular concern 
to healthcare .professionals and institutions. 

We foe representatives of foe medical and health institutions of 
the Israeli-occupied temtories thus appeal to world public opinion 
and to health and medical institutions to condemn such actions and 
to place immediate and strong pressure on the Israeli government 
ana its embassies and representatives all over the world to 
immediately refrain from: 

1. The use of live ammunition agains t unarmed civilians. 

2. The mdiscriminate use of tear gas against unarmed civilians. 

3. Harassing health and medical institutions, ambulances and 
their staff and attempting to stop them from performing their 
duties. 

4. Cordonning off hospitals and ha rassing patients. 

5. Raiding hospitals and medical facilities and impeding the 
process of delivering first aid and emergency medical care. 

6. Arresting the wounded and injured. 

We also call for the immediate release of all injured prisoners 

currently in detention who are in need of medical care.

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Regional conflicts: Why they must be of concern to the world 

Israel introduced nuclear terror to the Middle East 


The following is the full text of an address that 
His Royal Highne ss Crown Prince Hassan made on 
Saturday at the World Economic Forum annua! 
meeting in Davos , Switzerland. 
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CONFLICT is one of the oldest 
phenomena known to man. It is 
as old as time itself: And so is its 
resolution. Man found hin^lf in 
conflict with his own environ- 
ment, and with his fellow man. 
Whether the emergence of a 
General Will, the Dialectics, or 
the establishment of a Leviathan, 
man learnt to resolve his con- 
flicts. He evolved means and pro- 
cedures for conflict-resolution. 
Had he not, the 17th Century 
English philosopher, Thomas 
Hobbes, tells ns there would have 
been “no arts; no letters; no 
society; and which is worst of all; 
continual fear and dangftf of vio- 
lent death; and the life of man, 
solitary, poor, nasty, brutish and 
short" That was the view of the 
dangers of continued conflict in 
the 17th Century. In the modem 
age, chastened by the long ex- 
perience of wars and hopefully 
more rational, is it not even more 
crucial that we be concerned with 
regional conflicts? They are the 
most likely source to precipitate a 
general conflagration which only 
tew of us would survive. 

In Europe, where the threat of 
the dreaded nuclear winter has 
loomed large for the last forty 
years, a number of diplomatic 
rules are laid so that a dash 
between NATO and the Warsaw 
Pact could be averted. These 
rules are observed and 


in a state of limbo, without hope 
and hardly an expectation, it pro- 
vides motivation for action. More 
often than not, it is violent action 
which produces a similar re- 
sponse; thus the vicious circle of 
violence and counter-violence. 
Israel, as the occupying power in 
Gaza, the West Bank and Jeru- 
salem is experiencing that, allow- 
ing the prodaimed Jewish values 
to be severely questioned. 

Ladies and Gentlemen,

Ladies and Gentlemen, 

For the resolution of all major 
international crises, sights are 
turned to Geneva and it is our 
fervent hope that Geneva would 
be the venue for ah international 
peace conference on the Middle 
East. It has long been recognised 
that regional conflicts have im- 
plications beyond the immediate 
adversaries. These conflicts 
threaten the stability and security 
of the entire region. It is clear 
that their escalation poses a 
threat to the whole region. The 
rest of the world cannot remain 
imm une to their ramifications. 
War by its very nature inflicts a 
form oif psychotic paralysis which 
invites further attrition and loss 
of fife. Left without redress grie- 
vances fester. They come to have 
what Sir Geoffrey Howe called a 
“brutalising effect” on both the 
individual and the community. It 
gives rise to polarisation which 
undermines the very fabric of 
newly emergent polities with 
fragmentation and eventual disin- 
tegration. 

The conflict in the Middle East 
today is not simply between a 
number of nationa-states; it is 
essentially against the nation- 
state. It is a war of attrition whidh 
seeks to erode the sovereignty 
and territorial integrity of the 
current system. The objective is 
extremely radical, the means are 
drastic,. and the outcome will, no 
doubt, be to the detriment of all 
concerned. The aim is to reduce 
these entities to their component 
parts so that the only triumphant 
strand will be polmco-rchdous 
fundamentalism: Islamic, Christ- 
ian and Jewish. The peoples of 
the three monotheistic faiths will 
be engaged in wars of a byegooe 
age but with extremely modem 
and highly sophisticated weapon- 
ry. Re ligi ons fun dam entalism is 
no panacea. It solves no prob- 
lems, but for people who are left 


nms sduifliWard to points from the 
eastern Mediterranean and the 
Red Sea to the Gulf and the 
Indian Ocean. All manner of 
conflict abounds in this area 
which has become the touchstone 
of superpower confrontation. It is 
an open field where bitter com- 
petition is underlined by indige- 
nous, social, economic and poli- 
tical factors. These divisive ele- 
ments could bring about the total 
collapse of the last semblance of 
order and normality. 

Despite the conclusion of the 
INF treaty, which is admittedly 
the most ambitious arms control 
treaty since the inception of the 
nuclear age, the conflicts in the 
Middle East do not necessarily 
exclude the deployment and use 
of nudear weapons. The region is 
neither immune nor insulated 
from the possibility of such a 
conflagration winch may easily 
involve the superpowers. Such an 
eventuality is conceivable on the 
basis of a conventional war de- 
aerating into a nuclear attack 
, a small country on account of a 
perceived threat to its national 
security to overcome the demog- 
raphic handicap. 

Or the local powers, Israel 
holds a monopoly of nuclear 
weapons. As such there is no 
“balance of tenor” in the Middle 
East. Israel’s nndear capability is 
well known, and delivery systems 
have been tested too. It is unlike- 
ly that Israel would simply opt for 
a surprise nudear attack on an 
Arab country. There are no milit- 
ary or political advantages to be 
gamed from such an operation. 
But the nudear option becomes 
viable -for Israel when a conven- 
tional war degenerates into a 
prolonged war of attrition. Con- 
tinued loss of life coupled with 


powers have forces in the Gulf 
today. With the ever present 
threat of I ranian escalation of the 
war against Iraq, extending it to 
Kuwait and Saudi Arabia, the 
danger of a dash has become 
more immin ent than ever before. 
This possibility is underscored by 
the fact that the superpowers 
have not been able to agree on a 
formula for the implementation 
of U.N. Security Council resolu- 
tion 598 to end the war. 

An unresolved conflict causes 
despair and desparation in peo- 
ple. It divests them of their 
humanity and imposes a sense of 
hopelessness. The Marxist pre- 
mise that they have “nothing to 
lose but their chains” becomes 
only too true. They begin to 
resort to violence and wanton 
terror. The conflicts in the Mid- 
dle East have spawned a number 
of terrorist organisations. Terror 


committed only to the defence of ' knows no bounds nor national 
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Israel's security, but to the 
maintenance ana reinforcement 
of its nudear arsenal. Thus while 
all intermediate nudear forces 
will be eliminated from the Euro- 
pean theatre, Israel's nudear 
weapons will still be deployed 
and could be used for the defence 
of southern Europe. By virtue of 
its relation with the U.S., Israel 
will become an auxiliary member 
of NATO, without having to be 
subject to the rules and regula- 
tions governing the allianre. This 
paradoxical anomaly offers Israel 
a certain degree of freedom in the 
procurement, the deployment 
and use of various weapon sys- 
tems, including nudear ones. 

Israel apart, the superpowers 
maintain a nuclear presence in 
the region. Until the INF treaty is 
ratified, the U.S. has these 
weapons in Turkey. Even after 
the ratification of the treaty 
American nudear weapons will 
remain aboard nuclear-armed 
submarines in and around the 
waters of the South West Asian 
region. The Soviet Union is on 
the borders of the region. In 1973 
the superpowers almost clashed. 
There is nothing to suggest that it 
could not happen again. Political 
alignments ana personalities have 
changed since then, and so have 
the military capabilities of many 
nations, but the fundamental ele- 
ments of the situation have not 
been dramatically altered. Diver- 
gent perceptions and assessments 
of the situation in 1973 led them 
to the nudear brink. Since then 
they have shown a marked inabil- 
ity to influence their - regional 
allies or control the pace of de- 
terioration in the course of any 
particular conflict. Both super- 


boundaries. Contrary to accepted 
stereotype, we Arabs have also 
been the vi trims of terrorist 
attacks. Terror, coupled with mil- 
lenarian religious fundamental- 
ism, whether Jewish, Christian or 
Islamic, can be an effective 
catharsis for repeated failure to 
resolve a particular human dflem- 
ma. The advocates and perpetra- 
tors show no mercy. Their be- 
haviour is a violation of all civil- 
ised values, but they care not. 
They are doing it for a new world 
of their own conception. It would 
not be inconceivable that within 
the foreseeable future, miniatu- 
rised nuclear devices, exude but 
lethal, become available in the 
market place. The nudear dimen- 
sion offers these radicalised 
groups a rare chance of holding 
the world to ransom. 

This is not merely science fic- 
tion, and I am certainly not a 
prophet of doom, but you must 
admit I was asked the question: 
Regional Conflicts: Why they 
must be of concern to the World. 
I have tried to answer from' a 
particular viewpoint. I have fo- 
cused it on the South West Asian 
region. The dynamics of what I 
have said win apply to other 
regional conflicts. They are all 
potentially as threatening and 
dangerous. However, the ques- 


tion is really half-answered. I 
have dealt with why it should be 
of concern to the world. What I 
have not done is to indicate how 
this concern has been positively 
translated into moves, measures 
and proposals, in both the politic- 
al and economic spheres, to avert 
the dangers. Admittedly we have 
not had much success so far, but 
nonetheless we have been terribly 
active to deal with the menacing 
situation. 

The multiplicity of conflicts in 
our region, and the constant 
threat of a wider conflagration, 
have served to strengthen our 
belief in the desirability of a just 
and durable peace. Our commit- 
ment to this pursuit is total and 
absolute. My country's unique 
geo-political location has height- 
ened our awareness of the pivotal 
regional role we play, and of the 
particular need for security. It has 
imposed a disproportinately 
heavy responsibility for our own 
national defence and Arab re- 
gional security. Jordan occupies 
the first defence line for the Arab 
World in the conflict with Israel. 
In strategic terms we bear the 
burden of the forward position, 
both in war and in peace; and we 
have bom that responsibility with 
honour and pride. 

The Amman Arab Summit 
Conference held in November of 
last year has provided support 
and encouragement to persist in 
our endeavour for a peaceful 
settlement to the Arab-Israeli 
conflict and the Gulf war. It has 
marked a turning point in the 
history of inter-Arab relations. 
Hie evolving patterns of inter- 
dependence and the com- 
plementarities between the va- 
rious parts of the Arab polity, in 
terms of interests and resources, 
both political and economic, are 
to be deployed for the common 
good of all. Differences in 
perceptions and expectations may 
exist but they are to be trans- 
cended in favour of collective 
security, beneficial to all. 

The Arab League's Committee 
of Eight, under the Chairmanship 
of the Algerian Finance Minister, 
Mr. Abdelaziz Khelef, entrusted 
a group of experts to assess the 
work of the suing regional agen- 
cies dealing with social and eco- 
nomic cooperation among the 
member states. Jordan has played 
a constructive role in the attempts 
to evolve a new approach In this 
field. His Majesty King Hussein, 
in his capacity as Chairman of the 
last Arab Summit, participated in 
the deliberations of the Commit- 
tee when it met in Amman earlier 
this month. He called on the 
Committee to address the prob- 
lem with candour and realism, 
and pledged his full support to 
this endeavour. 

There is no doubt that a fresh 
sense of realism is taking bold in 
the Arab World. The politics of 
empty rhetoric is being oversha- 
dowed by a more pragmatic 
approach to our common prob- 
lems. The emerging patterns of 
regional cooperation can be ex- 
tended and widened to involve 
Europe within a Eurasian 
framework. The concept seeks 
the integrated development of 
the Asian rim of Europe, or the 
European rim of Asia in coopera- 
tion with Europe on the one 
band, and with countries of South 
Asia on the other. A plan of this 
kind can provide an answer to the 
political and economic problems 
of the most disturbed region in 
the world, and forms the basis for 
closer linkages with Europe and 
Asia so that a more harmonious 
and balanced pattern of economic 
power evolves amongst the diffe- 
rent regions of the world. 

At the Amman Summit, the 
Arab Heads of State also recog- 
nised that numerous opportuni- 
ties have been missed in the 


search for a solution to all out- 
standing disputes in the Middle 
East. For their part, they have 
attempted to rectify the situation. 
The commitment to the U.N. 
Security Council resolutions 242 
and 598, on the Arab-Israeli con- 
flict and the Gulf war respective- 
ly, has been reaffirmed. Security 
Council Resolution 242 provides 
a sound and practical method for 
the resolution of the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. It offers the exchange of 
peace for territoiy which is the 
basis on which the settlement 
between Egypt and Israel has 
been concluded. Since the rati- 
fication of the peace treaty be- 
tween Egypt and Israel almost 
ten years ago, the only proposal 
which has kept the peace process 
alive and viable is His Majesty 
King Hussein’s for the convening 
of an international peace confer- 
ence under the auspices of the 
U.N. In this conference all par-

ties to the dispute will participate. 
It will also be attended by the five 
permanent members of the 
Security Council. This proposal 
has been supported and accepted 
by all except a faction in the 
Israeli government and some cir- 
cles in the United States. The 
sooner this conference is con- 
vened the quicker the misery and 
oppression of the Palestinian 
Arabs can be lifted. 

Superpower cooperation and 
the unanimous vote on U.N. 
Security Council resolution 598 to 
end the Gulf war was also wel- 
comed by the Arab leaders at the 
Amman Summit. It is rather re- 
freshing to see that die U.N. 
peace machinery is given a new 
lease of life. The agreement of 
the two superpowers is a measure 
of their recognition that the war 
in the Gulf poses the most im- 
mediate threat to world peace. 
Their cooperation has injected a 
fresh impetus in the work of the 
world body, and has given us all 
hope that the superpowers have 
at last agreed to tackle world 
problems earnestly. American- 
Soviet collaboration in this field is 
long overdue. Our hopes and 
expectations are that the spirit of 
their new approach will continue, 
prosper and succeed. 

It is imperative that there 
should be no complacency and no 
more delay in the implementation 
of the U.N. resolutions to resolve 
the conflicts in the Middle East. 
Consensus and unanimity should 
□ot be an end in itself. It offers 
the world a marvellous opportun- 
ity for effective international ac- 
tion to resolve problems which 
have become of concern to the 
international community as a 
whole. Let it not be a wasted one. 
The U.N. secretary general 
should increase his effort and 
capitalise on current collabora- 
tion to grapple with all major 
conflicts that threaten world 
peace and security. Left in 
abeyance, and allowed to drift, 
these disputes become more com- 
plex and intractable to the detri- 
ment of all concerned.

Bahrain fort excavators 
dig into ancient empires

BAHRAIN — Archaeologists in 
Bahrain have started to dig. 
through 5,000 years of history 
hoping to shed fight on a pre- 
Biblical Middle Eastern epic and 
the Asian travels of Alexander 
the Great. 

The archaeologists and 
architects, funded by the United 
Nations and the Bahrain govern- 
ment, will initially explore and 
restore the site of a Portuguese 
fort on Bahrain's north coast. 

But the 16th-century fort, per- 
ched on a hill rising above date 
groves to a commanding view’ of 
the Gulf, is just the beginning. 

The nine-metre hill itself is the 
accumulated debris of earlier 
worlds — Roman, Greek, 
Babylonian, Persian, Assyrian 
and Sumerian. 

The site goes back 5.000 years 
to the time of the Dflmuns. trad- 
ers from Sumeria in Iraq. 

Sumerian lore named Dilxnun 
as a paradise and Bahrain, re- 
plete with freshwater springs, 
may have been the origin of the 
Biblical Garden 


ne origin 
of Eoen. 


Restoration first priority 

To preserve the now crumbling 
and endangered fort is the 
archaeologists’ first priority, but 
later digging will penetrate the 
earliest periods of the island's 
rich history. 

“It is an extremely wide and 
very well-preserved site," said 
Monik Kevran, a French 
archaeologist from the Centre 
National de la Recherche Scien- 
tifique. 

Kevran has studied the area for 
ten years and in November she 
began a detailed excavation of 
the fort after the U.N. Develop- 
ment Programme provided 
$148,000 to fund two years of 
work at the site. 

The Bahrain government in- 
tends to develop the island's 
embryo tourist industry and will 
renovate the site and support the 
dig after the first two years. 

Man's encroachments have lent 
urgency to the project. 

Land reclamation near the fort 
has blocked the natural drainage 
of ground water to the sea, rais- 
ing the water table by a metre, 
and farms are being extended 
onto the ruins. Erosion has 
weakened the towers. 

The massive stone fort is the 
most recent of three stacked one 
above the other. Persian princes 
running commercial empires built 
the earlier forts during two pre- 
ceding centuries. 


Portugal's appearance in the 
Gulf coincided with advances in 
European military technology 
and the new fori it built in 
Bahrain incorporated the most 
modern techniques of the tune. 

“It is a remarkable example of 
the switch to an artillery-based 
defence,” said Kevran. 

Most of the western half of the 
fort, which includes stables and 
the main tower, has been unco- 
vered since November. 

But the crumbling tower can- 
not be entered until the walls 
have been made safe. 

“The commander was head- 
quartered in the tower. Inside we 
hope to find the objects of every- 
day life — weapons, coins and 
vessels,” said Kevran. 

It will take up to six years to 
restore the whole fort and the 
archaeologists meanwhile hope to 
explore the lower levels. 

.Alexander the Great 

They hope that their excavations 
will shed light on the Greek 
civilisation that developed after 
Alexander the Great conquered 
the Middle East. 

Alexander, who died aged 32 
in Babylon, near modem Bagh- 
dad, in 323 B.C., conquered the 
known world when he swept 
across Persia to the Indus River. 

On his way back from the 
Indus, he sent two officers to 
explore the Gulf, said Pierre 
Lombard, also from the Centre 
Nationale de la Recherche Scien- 
tifique. 

Tney landed in Bahrain, which 
they called Tylos, and wrote a 
precise account of their journey. 

Lombard said that near the 
Portuguese fort is another built in 
Greek style and later expanded 
by Muslims. 

Bahrain's central location and 
abundant springs have always 
made it the natural entrepot for 
ships plying the barren Gulf 
coastline. The ancient Dilmun 
empire grew out of such trade. 

In search of Gilgamesh

world. 

The hero Gilgamesh came to 
Bahrain to seek out Sus Ziuzud- 
ra, the survivor of the great flood, 
in a quest for immortality.

Games, only Boitano and Thomas appear likely to

The American's coach Alex 
McGowan, reminds everyone that Debi very near- 
ly defended her title at the worlds last year while 
skating with an injured foot . 

* Thomas has overcome the foot problems' and 
clearly was the best in an outstanding field at the 
nationals. Like Witt, Orser and Boitano, this is her 
final year as an amateur. 

“I want to go ont in style,” she said. ‘Tve been 
dreaming about the Olympics for so long... fore- 
ver. It seems now’s my chance.” 

U.S. trainer Carlo Fassi believes in his skaters. 
He also believes in Witt. 

“I think for Katarina to lose, she must foil down 
a few times,” Fassi said. “But if she does, any of 
the U.S. girls can win.” 

Kira Ivanova of the Soviet Union is the best 
compulsory skater in the world. But she is less 
convincing than her rivals in the short and long 
programmes. 


Norman storms into Belgian squash final 


ANTWERP, Belgium (R) — Ross Norman of 
New Zealand moved to within one match of 
winning a $26,000 diamond-studded squash ball 
when he beat Australian Brett Martin 9-o, 9-6, 9-3 
in the semifinals of the Belgian Grand Prix 
tournament Saturday.

Economist examines relations

(ASPIP), Talal Abu Ghazaleh, delivered a lecture, last week entitled 
“Impediments to U.S.-Arab Economic Relations”. 

In his lecture, Abu Ghazaleh examined the U.S.-Arab economic 
relations and suggested means to improve these relations to the 
better understanding of the Arab causes, especially the Palestinian 
issue. Abu Ghazaleh said the U.S. administration should respond 
positively to the Arab political issues if it hopes to improve the 
economic cooperation with the Arab World.

Poland announces biggest 
price hikes in six years 


WARSAW jp) — The Polish 
government Saturday announced 
sweeping price rises for essential 
goods averaging 27 per cent but 
j^raising the cqgt qf food by 40 per 
cent. • 'i ^ ; V-i il" i " t , 
They are the biggest all-round 
increases since 1982 when tire 
communist government raised 
prices 100 per cent as tanks pat- 
rolled the streets to prevent pro- 
tests under martial law. 

The announcement by the fi- 
nance and labour ministries said a 
first round of price rises would 
take effect Monday. 

Food prices would go up 40 per 
cent, petrol 60 per cent, diesel 
fuel 100 per cent, bus and rail 
fares SO per cent and rents for 
state-owned accommodation by 
50 per cent. 

The prices of alcohol and 
cigarettes would jump 42 per cent 
ana 40 per cent respectively, the 
announcement added. 

A second round of increases cm 
April 1 will raise the price of coal 
200 per cent and gas, electricity 


and central heating by 100 per 
cent 

To cushion the blow all work- 
ers and state employees will re- 
ceive immediate pay rises of 
j 6,OQO zioties ($20) per month — 
about 20 per cent of the average 
monthly wage. 

The government says the price 
increases are needed to reduce 
state subsidies as part of its 
efforts to reform tire economy. 

Despite becoming almost an 
annual event since 1982, the in- 
creases have had little effect on 
the government's huge expendi- 
ture m subsidising essential goods 
and services. 

Outrage among workers 
against sudden meat price rises in 
1970 and 1980 led to upheavals 
and the overthrow of Poland’s 
former communist leaders 
Wladyslaw Gomulka and Edward 
Gierek. 

There have been no signs of 
unrest in recent weeks as author- 
ities debated the latest increases. 


Production cuts deter oil market crash 


BAHRAIN (R) — Dramatic production cuts by Golf 
Arab oil states, coupled with resistance to widening 
discounts, prevented a crash of oil prices In January, 
oil industry sources said. 


But they said the danger of a 
collapse had not yet vanished 
because consumers have built up 
huge inventories of crude. 

“OPEC (Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries) 
must pump less in the coming 
months to keep prices from fall- 
ing even further, one oil trader 
warned at the weekend. 

The Gulf states slashed output 


prevented a market crash. 

Spot oil prices fell as low as $8 
a barrel in June 1986 due to 
unchecked output by OPEC 
members. 

Saudi Arabia, the world's big- 
gest oil exporter, has sold oil at 
market-related prices to at least 
six U.S. companies to preserve its 
market share. 

But when the kingdom rejected 



Most are selling oil at lower 
than official prices because 
buyers refuse to pay more. But 
Abu Dhabi and Saudi Arabia are 
resisting further moves in this 
direction. 

“When the Saudis refused to 
discount prices except to Aramco 
(the Arabian American Oil Com- 
pany). spot prices did not fall as 
heavily as expected,” a senior 
Middle East oil analyst said. 

Despite a hard line on further 
discounting, Dubai oil for March 
delivery, the Middle East ben- 
chmark, was trading at $15.40 a 
barrel Friday, $2 below its official 
price. 

Gulf oil producers, relying 
heavily on oil incomes, started to 
offer oil at market-related prices 
to their term-customers after 
buyeis started to turn to the 


cheaper spot market.

sulted in a global oil glut in the 
second half of last year. 

Oil industry sources said the 
output cuts in January — volun- 
tarily by Abu Dhabi, Iraq and 
Kuwait and forced on Iran and 
Saudi Arabia by slack sales — 


requests by its Japanese and 
European buyers (o sell oil on 
discount, its output declined to 
around four milli on b/d in Janu- 
ary compared with its 4.343 mil- 
lion b/d OPEC quota. 

Oil industry sources said four 
big U.S. oil companies — Mobil, 
Exxon, Chevron and Texaco — 
that operate Saudi oilfields under 
Aramco were paying market 
prices for their purchase of 1.3 

Also, at least two other U.S. 
oil companies have purchased 
Saudi oil from Caribbean storage 
centres, oil traders said. 

In an effort to maintain its 
output around its quota, Saudi 
Arabia chartered five supertank- 
ers in late January to cany its oil 
for storage somewhere in the 
West. 

Abu Dhabi, biggest producer 
in the United Arab Emirates, is so 
far the only Gulf member of 
OPEC sticking to official prices. 

But buyers have shied away 
since they can get oil cheaper 
elsewhere. 

Abu Dhabi's output, including 
a 400,000 b/d voluntary cut in 
January to support the market, 
has fallen to around 650,000 b/d, 
half its 1.3 milli on b/d output in 
December. 

Kuwait was the latest victim of 
buyers pressing for market-re- 


lated prices, bowing to Japanese 
customers demanding a better 
deal. 

But the northern Gulf emirate 
also cut output to around its 
OPEC assigned quota level of 
996,000 b/d in January from 1.3 
million b/d in December, oil in- 
dustry sources said. 

Iran and Iraq, badly in need of 
cash to finance their war, are also 
discounting prices to customers, 
the sources said. 

Iran's output is unchanged in 
January at around two million b/d 
compared with its quota of 2.369 
million b/d. 

Apart from the attraction to 
buyers of low spot market prices, 
Iran suffers from the reluctance 
of the Japanese to buy its oil 
because ofa U.S. ban on imports. 

Iraq, which was excluded from 
OPEC's quota system last De- 
cember, has also reduced its out- 
put to around 2.3 million b/d, 
from 2.6 million in December, to 
support OPEC prices. 

Study says BrazQ, Norway 
lead trend to renewable energy 

According to a study released 
Saturday in Washington, Brazil 
and Norway are leading the way 
in switching from fossil fuels to 
renewable energy sources. 

The environmental group 
Worldwatch Institute said in a 
report that Israel, Japan, the Phi- 
lippines and Sweden were also 
decreasing reliance on fossil fuels 
in favour or charcoal, wood and 
waterpower. 

However, it said governments 
had to do more if renewable 
energy sources were to become a 
major global alternative to oil 
and coal. 

The author of the report, 
Cynthia Pollock Shea, a worl- 
dwatch staff researcher in econo- 
mics and the environment, said 


“renewables offer a timely 
alternative to dwindling oil sup- 
plies and to environmentally 
damaging coal combustion,” ana 
some countries were taking 
advantage of it. 

She said Brazil was getting 59 
per cent of its energy from renew- 
able sources, chiefly hydroelec- 
tric, and Norway, an oil exporter, 
gets most of its energy from 
hydroelectric power ana wood. 

Shea said that after the Cher- 
nobyl nuclear accident in the 
Soviet Union, government sup- 
port for renewal energy sources, 
chiefly solar, increased in Italy, 
Spain and West Germany. 

She said Denmark and the 
Netherlands were promoting 
wind turbines and India planned 
by the year 2000 to get more 
electricity from small-scale re- 
newable sources than from its 
nuclear programme. 

“But,” she added, “almost IS 
years after the first major oil 
price rise wreaked havoc on the 
world's economies and spurred 
action to develop renewable 
energy technologies, erratic gov- 
ernment support still hampers 
progress.” 

Progress was further set back. 
Shea said, when world oil prices 
fell sharply in 1986. 

To promote renewable energy. 
Shea called on governments to 
end price subsidies for fossil fuels 
and to increase research and de- 
velopment money for renewable 
eneigy projects. 

She also called for internation- 
al research cooperation, especial- 
ly with developing nations, where 
renewable energy can be used to 
avoid spending scarce foreign ex- 
change for imported oil. 

“Half of all developing conn- 
tries import oil for three-quarters 
of their commercial energy 
needs,” Shea said. “Yet sun- 
shine, wind, water and biomass 
are all available locally.” 


State banks in Turkey come under pressure 


ISTANBUL (R) — The 
Turk technocrats in Prime ! 
ter Turgut Ozal’s team are 
readying for the next stage of his 
economic reform programme — a 
clean-up of Turkey's debt-laden 
state banks. 

“I am sure there are some who 
are afraid,” said Coskim Ulusoy, 
appointed general manager two 
weeks ago of Turkey's biggest 
bank, the state-owned T.C. 
Ziraat Bankasi A.S.. 

“It’s pure, simple rationalisa- 
tion, but it takes courage. We 
have to be leaders, not just mana- 
gers,” Ulusoy told Reuters. 

Turkey's 12 state banks, many 
formed to fund development 
more than 50 years ago, are now 
strapped with a burden of low 
salaried and demoralised person- 
nel, bureaucratic methods and 
heavy portfolios of bad loans to 
state industries. 

While most of the 50 private 
and foreign banks in Turkey have 
responded aggressively ana pro- 
fitably to economic reforms 
under Ozal this decade, the state 
banks have lagged behind. 

They are a key to the economy, 
responsible for 57 per cent of the 
14,600 billion lira ($12.7 billion) 
of loans on Turkish banks’ books 
at the end of 1987. 

Their major problem is getting 
their money paid back. Non-per- 


forming loans were officially six 
per cent of state bank assets at 
the end of 1986 but are said by 
senior officials and foreign bank- 
ers to rank closer to 40 _per cent. 

“Banks must modernise in line 
with the rest of Turkish indus- 
try,” key Ozal aide Yavuz Cane- 
vi, the undersecretary of treasury 
and foreign trade, told industrial- 
ists in Istanbul last week. 

Ozal is attacking the problem 
by appointing the kind of young, 
U.S.-trained technocrats who 
advise him in government — 
labelled Ozal’s ‘princes” in the 
Turkish press or young Turks, in 
memory of early 19th century 
reformers. 

Ulusoy, 38, froze credits for a 
week after taking office to iden- 
tify non-performing loans, which 
bankers say may amount to more 
than a third of credits made by 
Ziraat Bank. 

Ulusoy said he “will not land 
die plane by flyipg down at 90 
degrees,” but he is making many 
state industry managers sweat 
with refusals to keep lines of 
credit open to non-payers. 

There was a chorus of press 
approval when the first bad de- 
btor fell under bis axe — an 
industrialist forced to make good 
a mortgage on his antique Bos- 
phorus-aae summer bouse. 

But the traditional Turkish 


answer to struggling private 
banks has been the merger — a 
cause of Ziraat Bank’s woes. 

The method was used in the 
state sector for the first time last 
month with the formation of Tur- 
kiye Emlak Bankasi A.S., known 
as Konutbank, from the basically 
sound Turkiye Emlak Kredi 
Bankasi A.O. and the debt-laden 
Anadolu Bankasi TAS. 

Bulent Semiler, 32, moved 
with his young management team 
from Anadolu to take over con- 
trol of Konutbank despite his 
failure to save Anadolu during his 
18 months there. 

“The younger generation of 
bankers are striving to be more 
professional... rather than preoc- 
cupied with political issues," 
Semiler said in a business maga- 
zine article. 

Semiler is a friend of the Ozal 
family and bankers explain the 
move as Ozal’s need for loyal 
men in top positions. But Ozal 
has so far turned down Semiler’s 
requests for the merger of more 
state banks under his wing, bank- 
ers say. 

'There are too many state 
banks... I am ready and willing to 
assist in any future projects,” 
Semiler said. 

Persistent rumours foresee a 
merger as tbe solution for the 
struggling Denizcilik Bankasi 


TAS, the maritime bank, whose 
loans were 79 per cent non-per- 
forming at the end of 1986. 

Press reports spoke of its possi- 
ble merger with Konutbank or 
Turkiye Halk Bankasi A.S., 
whose relatively small portfolio 
of bad debt Ulusoy reformed 
before moving to Ziraat. 

Sumerbank and Etibank, 
which are big. successful indust- 
rial conglomerates rather than 
state banks, are also rumoured to 
be in line for privatisation. 

Bankers say there is no master 
plan for reforms other than press- 
ure from Ozal to bring the banks 
into line with Western standards 
— something all bankers may not 
be eager for. 

Mandatory, independent audit- 
ing instituted this year is likely to 
stop loans made for questionable 
motives. Some banks have also 
been inflating profits by including 
unpaid interest in their books as n 
it had been paid, bankers say. 

‘Til be putting an end to per- 
sonal and polio cal favouritism. 
We’re going to write everything 
down, fthink the staff is ready for 
change,” Ulusoy said. 

“The bad debts will be pin- 
pointed in 1988. That will solve' 
50 per cent of the problem,” said 
Vural Akisik, general manager of 
the private Uluslarasi Enaustri 
Ve Ticaret Bankasi A.S.

“If they can’t, they will lose half 
of what they have." 

The liberals' achilles heel re- 
mains law and order, the issue 
which cost them votes last year. 
The white electorate shunned 
their message of conciliation and 
instead voted for a stronger 
crackdown on black opposition. 

Last year’s overwhelming elec- 
tion victory by the ruling National _ 
Party (NP) led to months of' 
bickering and post monems 
among liberals. 

The Progressive Federal Party 


(PFP). the main parliamentary 
liberal grouping, lost seven of its 
27 seats and gave up its position 
as the official opposition to the 
fast-growing far-right Conserva- 
tive Party. Anti-apartheid inde- 
pendents won just one seat. 

The blow was all the greater 
because liberals had hoped that 
white South Africans, tired by 
months of black protest violence, 
would finally come round to their 
message of reform and negotia- 
tion with the black majority. 

The already fragmented liberal 
opposition split into ever tinier 
factions, often over obscure tac- 
tical differences or personality 
clashes. 

The Independent Movement, 
launched before the election 
amid much fanfare, broke up 
when its founders, ex-South 
African Ambassador to Britain 
Denis Worrall and former 
National Party member Wynand 
Malan, went their separate ways. 

Bnt now there are signs that 
the liberals are beginning to unite 
for municipal elections due in 


Rebels bring January death 
toll to 92 in Indian state 


AGARTALA, India (R) — Trib- 
al separatists killed 30 Bengali 
immigrants, including women 
and children, with automatic rifle 
fire Saturday night in the worst 
violence to hit Tripura state in 
eight years. 

Tripura National Volunteer 
(TNv) rebels, who have called 
for a boycott of elections in the 
north eastern state Tuesday, have 
killed 58 people in two days, 
taking the toll so far this mouth to 
92, compared with 77 in all of 
1987. 

Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
put the army in charge of law and 
order in the Marxist-ruled state 
last week after visiting to cam- 
paign for his Congress (7) Party. 

The TNV has waged a 10-year 
campaign to expel settlers who 
came from neighbouring Bang- 
ladesh. More than 2,000 people 
have been killed. 

The immigrants, who came be- 
fore Bangladesh won independ- 
ence from Pakistan in 1971, make 
up nearly 70 per cent of Tripura's 
2.6 million population. 


Guerrillas attacked a Congress 
election rally at Gabardi village in 
west Tripura killing 10 people 
and wounding eight, police smd. 

A different group raided a 
Bengali settlement at Paticherra 
in the north of the state shooting 
dead three children, three women 
and four men and injuring five. 

A third band of rebels swooped 
on sleeping villagers in 
Brahmacherra killing 10 and 
wounding six. 

The night of violence was the 
worst since 211 people died in 
ethnic riots in 1980. 

Tripura Chief Minister Nripen 
Chakrabartv blamed Gandhi'; re- 
fusal to talk to the TNV for the 
upsurge in violence. 

“The military solution will not 
work as it has also foiled in 
Punjab," he told Reuters 
Sunday. 

Gandhi said he would “art veiy 
tough’’ against the rebels. His 
government has deployed 3,000 
soldiers and 27,000 police and 
paramilitary troopers against 250 
guerrillas. 


Gunmen kOl Salvadorean 
magistrate; 8 bodies found 


SAN SALVADOR (R) — A 
Salvadorean Supreme Court 
magistrate was seized outside his 
home and killed by unidentified 
men. police have said. 

Police said Dr. Efrain Huezo 
Chavez. 43, an ex-vice-minister 
of justice, was seized in the capit- 
al’s plush EscaJon district Friday 
night as he left bis house with his 
wife.

“We call on the East German 
leadership to replace criminal 
proceedings with dialogue and 
tolerance. Genscher told mem- 
bers of his Free Democratic Party 
(FDP), one of three parties in 
Bonn’s centre-right federal gov- 
ernment. 

“We call on the East German 
leadership to release the de- 
tainees and to open discussions 
with the young.” 

Around 200 activists were im- 
prisoned by East German author- 
ities this month when some of 
them tried to join an official march 
commemorating two German re- 
volutionaries murdered in 1919. 

Most were later freed, but last 
Monday police swooped on 
another six dissidents, among 
those now in custody.

Commission to verify new Waldheim document 


VIENNA (R) — A member of a 
commission probing Austrian 
President Knit Waldheim’s war- 
time past says it is imperative to 
verify a document which accord- 
ing to a West German magazine 
proves his direct involvement in 
war crimes. 

The West German magazine 
Der Spiegel released Saturday a 
copy of the document — a tele- 
gram sent in July 1942 to a 
German group commander advis- 
ing that an officer identified as 
Lieutenant Kurt Waldheim 
sought the deportation of mqre 
than 4,000 Yugoslav civilian pris- 
oners. 

A spokesman for Waldheim 
said the document was an appa- 
rent forgery. Waldheim denies 
war crimes allegations from Jew- 
ish groups and says he was never 


involved in civilian deportations. 

Military historian Manfred 
Messersdumdt, one of six experts 
on the commission investigating 
the Austrian president, said he 
had found no such document 
during a search of Yugoslav arc- 
hives. 

“I view it as imperative that 
this document be verified,” Mes- 
sersdnnidt told Austrian television. 

Der Spiegel printed the tele- 
gram in a three -page article, 
along with a photograph of Wal- 
dheim in Nazi unif orm standing 
next to German Commander Ma- 
jor-General Friedrich Stahl and 
Ante Pave tic, leader of the Fas- 
cist Ustashi state of Croatia. 

The magazine said the docu- 
ment, to appear in its Monday 
edition, was sent by Col. Fedor 
Dragojlov, later chief of the 


Croatian general staff, to the. 
"first group commander's 
office.” 

The commission, which ques- 
tioned Waldheim, this wees in 
Vienna, was seeking to persuade 
Yugoslav historian Dusan Plenca, 
who uncovered the document in 
Zagreb, according to Der Spiegel, 
to present it to its members. 

Plenca has so far refused to do 
so and criticised the commission 
for not spending enough time in 
Yugoslav archives. 

Der Spiegel journalist Hans- 
Peter Martin said the - document 
was the first directly indicating 
the former U.N. secretary gener- 
al’s direct participation in war 
crimes. The magazine, he said, 
had no doubt the telegram was 
genuine. 


Republican rivals shift energy to key vote in Iowa 


GRAND RAPIDS (Agencies) — 
The Republican presidential riv- 
als, seeking their party’s backing 
to run for election in 1988 ana 
fresh from a fractious state party 
convention, are shifting their 
energy to a key vote in Iowa.

Backing by the Register 
appears particularly important in 
the Democratic race, where Mis- 


souri Congressman Richard 
Gephardt, Massachusetts Gov- 
ernor Michael Dukakis and Illi- 
nois Senator Paul Simon are run- 
ning neck and neck. 

Former Arizona Governor 
Bruce Babbitt and former Col- 
orado Senator Gary Hart are 
believed within striking distance.

known as “Haig-speak,” said there were some categories of AIDS 
victims who should be isolated. “Rather than using the word 
quarantine, I prefer to use prophylactic segregation, if neces- 
sary/’ he said. Asked what the difference was, Haig replied: 
“Well, there really is none. It’s just the term quarantine 
sometimes connotes a sort of a forced isolationism that is 
sometimes distasteful to those who redly would at the same time 
prefer to be protected from an innocent acquisition of this virus,” 
Acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS) is a fatal illness that 
destroys the body's ability to protect itself agains t disease.
